But do you really believe, when something im¬ 
portant comes up, something you know is right, but find it dif¬ 
ficult to do, that all of a sudden you’re going to come crashing 
through the gates of evil, flashing a shining white cross, and do 
what’s right? Come on! Don’t kid yourself. You know as well 
as I do, that if you don’t start now, it’s going to be a hundred 
times harder when you get older. 

I agree with you. Everyone makes mistakes a few times, in 
fact, a great deal more than a few times. Most of us will never 
be canonized. But on the whole, if we can obey the rules no mat¬ 
ter how small, no one can put us down. We’ll be great, not in 
the way of being famous, but in a much better fashion. We will 
have triumphed. It was hard. Yet, we survived the entire day 
obeying the laws that yesterday we found so difficult. Fellow 
McAuleyans, congratulations are due! 


Wanted: Prayer and Sacrifice 

October has seen the opening of the Ecumenical Council. For 
us as informed teen-agers, this should be a topic of great interest. 

This meeting of all the bishops of the world will more directly 
affect our lives than it will those of our parents. It is we who 
will be raising our children in accordance with the decisions 
adopted at this Council. Since this is true, then it is our duty to 
take some active part. While we can’t just hop a jet to Rome, we 
can act by means of sacrifice and prayer. The'slightest sacrifices 
offered by adolescents of the world will prove a tremendous force 
in the work of the Council. Our intentions must be sincere, im¬ 
mediate and definite. They will be the carefully chosen, personal 
contributions of Catholic youth. 

I know we’ve been saying prayers for this purpose for some 
time, but I don’t mean the group prayers of the Church. Rather, 
I was thinking more of a personal prayer, one that perhaps no 
one except God is aware we are saying. In that way, the Council 
will have a very deep and much more personal value in our lives. 

Pope John and the Hierarchy have great hopes for the Coun¬ 
cil, but if it is to succeed it must have the prayers of all of us 
behind it. Once we have prayed for its success, the acceptance of 
its decisions will follow. 


Rally Against Admission 
Of Red China to U. N. 


Red China must never be 
allowed to enter the U.N. If 
such a catastrophe ever occurs, 
a blow would be dealt even 
more excruciatingly painful 
than the fall of an iron hammer 
upon an already sore finger. It 
would infest the wound of a 
doubtful cut and cause it to 
spread to the eventual destruc¬ 
tion of the entire being. In 
other words, the world crisis 
being as it is, with the Com¬ 
munists gaining more and more 
footage throughout the conti¬ 
nents, we cannot permit another 
mark against us. Letting Red 
China into the U.N. would be 
a step towards the disintegra¬ 
tion of freedom. 

War Is the Way 

Red China has declared that 
war will be the Communist 
means for conquering the en¬ 
tire world. Therefore, Com¬ 
munist China is not peaceful. 
This has been proven in North 
Vietnam, and Laos. And it was 
so clearly defined in Korea, 
where many of our boys shed 
their blood fighting the Red 
Chinese (33,000 killed, 103,000 
wounded). 

The U.N. was formed under 
the banner of peace. How can 
it stain its blue and white flag 
with the red smear of blood? 
To admit Red China would be 
an act directly against the great 
U.N. charter. Yet, some people 
will say that it is permissible 
for the reason that Red China 
represents the vast majority of 
the Chinese population. This is 
false. The Communist govern¬ 
ment was forced upon these 
people and this is evidenced by 
only a small percent of main¬ 
land China’s six million people 
belonging to the Communist 
party. The recent exodus of 
refugees into Hong Kong is a 
proof of Communism’s failure 
in China. Can a government 
such as this be called the repre¬ 
sentative of the people? No, 


never, no matter how many 
times the Commies say so. 

The True Government 

Also, by permitting Commu¬ 
nist China to take a seat in the 
U.N., we would be following a 
“two China” policy, which 
would be a direct blow and in¬ 
sult to Chiang Kai-shek’s Na¬ 
tionalist Government of China 
on the Island of Formosa. Here 
is a man who fought the Com¬ 
munists. Here is the govern¬ 
ment and the land that is the 
hope and the true representa¬ 
tive of the majority of the 
Chinese people. I do not mean 
just those Chinese of the actual 
Island, but also the people in 
Mainland China whose eyes 
look toward the freedom of 
Formosa. For the free world to 
say that there is more than one 
China and more than one rep¬ 
resentative of the Chinese peo¬ 
ple would almost definitely, as 
Chiang Kai-shek has said, 
“Cause the cessation of Na¬ 
tionalist China staying in the 
U.N., and it would weaken the 
stand in the Pacific of a good 
and firm ally, that doesn’t claim 
neutralism, but holds a policy 
which is strongly against Com¬ 
munism.” 

Pro and Con 

Another argument for the ad¬ 
mission of Red China to the 
U.N. is this: A closer watch and 
perhaps a certain amount of 
control over Communist China 
could be maintained. To this, let 
me just say one thing. Russia 
is in the U.N. and has been 
there for seventeen years. I 
think you see my point. If we 
have kept any kind of control 
or closer watch over Russia, it 
has certainly been outweighed 
by the great hindrance she has 
proven to be in the U.N. 

Furthermore, there are other 
arguments against the admit¬ 
tance of Red China, which 
could fill two or more “Mc¬ 
Auleyans.” But from these 


statements alone you can see 
plainly and decisively what a 
tremendous mistake would be 
performed to suffer the ac¬ 
ceptance of the People’s Re¬ 
public of China in the U.N. 

A Committee Is Formed 

There is a committee, a great 
committee, which has been us¬ 
ing much energy and resource¬ 
fulness in stopping such a wrong 
from taking place. The name: 
The Committee of One Million. 
The purpose: Prevent Red China 
from entering the U.N. The 
means: Letters, pamphlets, 

articles and rallies. Last year a 
petition against Red China’s 
admittance, signed by over one 
million Americans was sent to 
the President of the U.S. Last 
year Communist China’s admit¬ 
tance was defeated. Again the 
crucial question comes up in the 
U.N.

Christian Feast , All Hallows
